Funeral In City for John Challeen, 
Rush Point Native 


John E. Challeen, 73, resident of Minneapolis the past 44 years and formerly of Rush Point, 
where he was born May 24, 1884, died in a Minneapolis hospital Nov. 16. He had been failing 
since August, when he suffered the first of a series of strokes.
